He has been on the city 
commission since May 1987.

It's election time 
and anything a person can do 
to get attention, they'll do.” 

Wille says his men put in 
many, many hours and work 
nights, weekends and 
sometimes even through their 
lunch hour.

Folktales held Saturday in Belle Glade. 

More than 100 citizens listened to storytellers 
from Jamaica, Haiti, Africa, the South Carolina 
Sea Islands, and the Georgia Sea Islands. 

Lilane Louise told Haitian Folktales, and 
explained that long ago animals could talk. 

This was Belle Glade's first Muckstepper's 
Reunion and was the brainchild of Cartheda 
Taylor Konchellah, President and CEO of the 
Zora Neale Hurston Roof Garden Museum, Inc. 

Mrs. Konchellah said the Museum hopes to 
make this an annual event. 

On a sunny day with a cool. breeze blowing 
through the tent, story tellers*told about 
customs and cultures of each country involved in 
the event. 

Chief Ajamu asked the audience, "How many 
tribes were the slaves taken from in Africa?" 

After realizing no one in the crowd knew, he 
said, "Iwenty- seven! Over three million were 
taken from 27 different tribes.” 

"No slaves were taken from the east coast or

became corrupt and sold their own people. Of
